Premier Submits Solution to 


The Legislature Last Night 


Terms of Agreement Are Set Out | 
in Letter From Oontracter to 
Premier 


ANNOUNCEMENT MADE 
AT CLOSE OF SITTING 


_ 


Proposal is Satisfactory to All 
Parties Concerned Including 
Government Says Premier 


The solution of the Alberta & Great 
Waterways problem which Piremier 
Sifton forecasted would be found sat- 
isfactory to the vast majority of the 
people of the province and profitable 
to Alberta as a whole was announced 
to the Legislature last night. 

Premier Sifton stated that he took 
the earliest opportunity of taking the 
Legislature into his confidence and 
letting members know what Govern- 
ment had been tirying to do to settle 
this matter. 

The solution was contained in a let- 
ter written to Premier by J. D, Me- 
Arthur of Winnipeg, railroad builder, 
and president of the Edmonton, Dun-, 
vegan and B. C. Railway, and the Pre- 
mier stated that he would move a bill 
today or tomorrow in the House em- 
bodying this solution, but the _ bill 
would contain nothing of importance 
not mentioned in the letter. 

The announcement was made a 
few minutes before ten o'clock last 
evening just before the House ad- 
journed and following the giving of 
the assent of the Lieutenant-Governor 
to the first bill which has passed the | 
House this session. It was received 
with cheers by the Liberal members of 
the House. 

Premier’s Statement. 


‘ 

“IL have stated on a number of oc- 
casions,” said the Premie!r, just be- 
fore moving the adjournment, ‘that 
on the, first available opportunity I 
would like to take the Legislature into 
the confidence of the Government and 
be perfectly. frank as to what we have 
been trying. to do in regard to . the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Railway 
problem, 

It is only since the House adjouirn- 
ed Saturday noon that matters have 
been placed in such a condition that 
I am able to submit to the Legisla- 
ture a proposal that has been made 
to the Government and which appears 
to the Government to be advantageous 
to the country—a proposal which 
has met with the approval of the 
bond holders, the Royal Bank and all 
the parties that are interested, includ- 
ing the Government. 

And it is véry shofrt. A bill will be 
introduced probably tomorrow or next 
day, but that bill will contain prac- 
tically nothing that is not in this let- 
ter, only it will be put in legal form 
and contain some provision in regard 
to paying the money by arrangement 
with the banks. Nothing of any im- 
portance will be in the bill that is not 
in this letter so you have h«'!re, prac- 
tically the proposal in regard to thé | 
matter. 

The Premier then read the letter 
from Mr. McArthur. 

Having read the letter the Premier 
added: 

I have nothing furthe!r, Mr. Speak- 
er, to say. I read this so that the 
House might have the f. ‘est informa- 
tion at the very earlier >ossible date’ 
in regard to it.

Captain Levi Jackson, holder of a 
Carnegie medal, for lite saving ex- 
ploits, dashed out of the harbor on 
his auxiliary fishing schooner Priscilla 
11, purchased in part by money trom 
the Carnegie Hero Fund Comuinission, 
but was unable to bring his little boat 
alongside the big coaste'r, Jumping 
into a dory, he was the first to board 
the Urann, and handling the oars him- 
self he helped transfer the women 
and sailors two by two to the Pris- 
cilla Lil. Most of them brought along 
their persenal belongings.

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FIRST BILL IS ASSENTFD TO 
BY LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


Provides For Raising of Rate of Loans From 4 to 41% Per Cent.— 
Is Endorsed by Both Parties—Debate con Speech From 


Throne C 


The first bill of the session to pass 
the Legisiature and to receive the con- 
sent of his Honor the Lieucenant-Guy- 
ernuor, Was tnat Lo amend the act pass- 
ed in 1910 regarding the raising o1 
loans and which provided that the 
rate of intdest should not exceed four 
per cent. The amending bill passed by 
the Legisla.ure yesterday atternoon 
and assented to last evening, raises the 
of interest to four and a halt 
per cent. The increase is necessitated 
owing to the changed conditions in 
the financial marke.s and brings thé 
rate of interest to be paid on Albclta 
securities to the same level as that 
which is being paid by other prov- 
inces and also large cities in the Do- 
minion, 

The bill had the support of the Op- 
position, Leader Michener making a 
speech in favor of its principle, but 
suggesting that the rate should have 
been raised last session at the same 


time that a bill was put through rais- | 


ing the rate on Canadian Northern 


bonds to four and a half. 
Tweedie Takes Issue. 


While saying nothing either in sup- 
port or opposition to the bill, T. M. 
Tweedie, Centre Calgary, took issue 
with the Premier regarding the rate 


-of interest paid on the treasury notes, 


asserting that because the Irate at 
which they were discounted was in 
excess of the rate of interest author- 
ized for Government bonds by the 
Legislature, therefore the holders of 
the treasury notes had no security as 
they were not issued in acco'rdance 
with the statute. This was received 
somewhat humorously by the Legis- 
lature, and the Hon, J, R. Boyle, in 
reply, said that no capitalist ever in- 
vested seven millions of dollars with- 
out first considering the legality of 
his investment and the holders of the 
bonds were quite satisfied with the 
opinion of their counsel. 

The remainder of yesterday's ses- 
fion, with the exception of the few 
minutes taken by the Premier in mak- 
ing the important announcement re- 
garding the solution of the Alberta 
and Great Waterways problem was 
taken up in debating the speech from 
the throne, Several speakers on both 
sides were heard from, 

The Premier moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend Chapter 
10 of the Statutes of Alberta 1910, 
raising the rate of interest on provin- 
cial debentures, Government stock and 
terminable annuities from four to four 
and a half per cent, 


Opposition Leader Ag.-ees. 


Edward Michener, Leader of the 
Opposition, criticized the Govern- 


ment for bringing forward a measure |

No 
doubt the Premier, i he had not al- 
ready completed negotiations, would 
be able to assure them when the bill 
came to committee of the whole that 
the bonds of Alberta could be sold at 
par.

in 1910 to fill the interval between the 
time that the act wae passed and the 
proceeds of the sales of the Alberia 
aud Great Waterways Railway bonds.

He considered it would be better for 
the province to take up these trea- 
sury notes and carry t..em in the form 
of bonded indebtedness. When the 
act was passed it stated that the in- 
terest should not exceed four and a 
half per cent. and yet the treasury 
notes had been renewed at rates as 
high as & 8-4 per cent, it gave him 
pleasure to endorse the measure pro- 
posed by the first u,inister. 


No Violation Took Place, 


The Premier, in reply te Mr. Mich- 
ener, said that in the sale of the trea- 
sury notes, there had been no viola- 
tion of the statute, Treasury bills were 
not issued bearing any rate of inter- 
est at all, but were issued in the 
same way as a note and discounted, 
The law allowed bonds to be sold at 
95 and that was not considered a vio- 
lation and treasury notes could be is- 
sued at a rate of more than four and 
a half, per cent. without any viola- 
| tion of the law. There was nothing 
| to prevent treasury notes being sold 
;at @ discount. 

Thinks Province Not Liable. 
| T. M. Tweedie, Centre Calgar', said

The train left here Saturday night, 
but turned back at Vanegas on ac- 
count of blown up bridges north. The 
locomotive paesed safely over the 
dynamite chalrges but the baggage 
car and two Coaches were destroyed. 
The passengers killed were in the 
second class coach, The telegraph 
lines have been cut both north and 
south of the scene. Troops were sent 
from San Luis Potosi today to round 
up the rebels. 

Despatches from San Luis Potos!, 
the capital of the state, say that on 
Saturday rebels estimated to number 
one thonsand, sacked the town of 
Venado and routed a fede'ral force of 
sixty men at Laguna Seca. The rebels 
reached Chareas on Sunday well arm- 
ed and supplied with dynamite. The 
attack on the train this morning is 
presumed to have been made by the 
same band.
